| Canada is recognized as a pioneer 


| in many enterprises, not the least ot 
‘which is the production of nitrogen 
| fertilizers from nitrogen in the alr. 
The manufacture of synthetic nitro. 
gen was a new undertaking in 1908, 
forty years ago, and the subse- 
quent development of other similar 
projects t;as made Canada one of the 
principa] exporters of nitrogen. The 
exportable world surplus of nitrogen 
in 1948-49 is estimated at 738,402 
metric tons of which it is expected 
that Canada will be able to produce 
136,600 metriv tons. ‘There is an over- 
al world shortage of nitrogen fertili- 
zer, and Canadian output of this 
vital commodity has made a substan- 
tial contribution to world food pyro- 
duction, Like all other countries, 
prior to the manufacture of synthe- 
tic nitrogen, Canada depended much 
more than at present on organtic 
sources of fertilizer nirogen, such 
as dried blood, tankage, fish meal 
and guano. Nitrate of soda from 
Chile and by-product sulphate am- 
monia were also available. There is 
now relatively little organic nitro- 
gen used for fertilizer purposes, 
small amounts are supplied in some 
tobacco fertilizers, and a relatively 
small tonnage of bone meal, tank- 
age and blood is sold, mainly in the 
florist and backyard garden trades. 
From 1943 to the present time, the 
world supply of fertilizer nitrogen, ex- 
clusive of the U.S.S.R. has been sub- 
ject to recommended allocations.Under 
this inter-governmental plan the 
total world production of nitrgoen is 
pooled, 


The highest and lowest points of 
land in the United States are both 
in Inyo County, California: Mount 
Whitney has an altitude of 14,496 
feet and Deatiy Valley, only a few 
hundred miles east( is 267 feet below 
sea level. 


TOMATOES ARE READY 


Apples were, at one time, the most 
widely used and generally liked fruit 
but their place has now been ursurp- 
ed by tomatoes, Tomatoes are not 
only valuable as a food but enjoyed 
as an appetizer, vegetable, salad, a 
relish and even as a jam, They . Iso 
lend delicious flavor to many other 
foods, For this reason it is well to 
store away as many canned tomatoes 
as possible for winter use. 'Toma- 
toes may be packed in glass sealers 
{or tin cans. It is wise to fill sealers 
only to within half an inch of the 
top. This will prevent loss of liquid 
during processing and assure a good 
seal, Tin cans may be filled to within 
one quarter inch of the top. 

There are three satisfactory 
methods for canning tomatoes, Each 
has its good points, Tomatoes, pack- 
ed by the cold pack method, retain 

their shape well and may even be 
used as a special treat in winter 
salads, The juive, when drained off, 
{may be used as an appetizer or in 
soup. 

Cold pack method: Blanch toma- 
| tocs 15 to 60 seconds, cold dip, re- 
/ move stem end and peel, Pack, Ada 
one teaspoon salt per quart before 
| adding liquid Cover with hot toma-

Atom Poisons 
Are Deadly When 
Taken Into Body 


CHICAGO.—Atomic poisons, which 
Dr. Stafford Warren says may hang 
around dangerously for many years, 
have been explained. 

Dr. Warren, one of the top medical 
scientists of the Manhattan District 
and the atomic bomb, showed dele- 
gates at the American Medical As- 
sociation convention pictures of how 
these poisons work. All of them are 
radioactive atoms and nearly a dozen 
are deadly poisons if they get inside 
the body. 

He said that after an atomic bomb 
war the poisons would fall into water 
supplies and areas where food is 
growing. They would be a risk to 
life, he said, unless doctors learn 
what to do. 

These atomic things are slow poi- 
sons, They would take, Dr. Warren 
said, probably 15 years of scientific 
experiments to learn just how much 
of them people can be allowed to 
breathe in or eat without risk. 


STEALING IS NO LONGER 
LEGAL IN OLD CITY 

ALBANY, Ore.—It’s not legal to 
steal in this 84-year-old city any 
more, 

Until now it was quite all right to 
steal things in Albany—provided you 
picked small items, worth less than 
$30. 
The city fathers found out when 
a petty larceny case came up in 
municipal court. There wasn't any 
ordinance in the book forbidding 
such thefts but the city council soon 
made it illegal.

R those who drive automobiles a 

very handy thing is some type 
of gate which does not require that 
the driver get out of the car and will 
still hold livestock satisfactorily. In 
this respect the automatic type of 
gate will provide an answer, but a 
still better one is the ordinary ‘‘cat- 
tle guard”, also known as the ‘crate 
gate’, “grate gate’ and ‘Texas 
gate”. 

Probably this gate is the best ar- 
rangement for providing some sort 
of barrier which will allow the pas- 
sage of motor cars without making 
it necessary to open a gate, and 
which will still confine livestock, This 
gate consists of a shallow pit about 
2 ft. deep, 6 ft. wide, 4 ft. across, 

Two fairly heavy logs are laid 
across the pit, as shown in drawing, 
the logs being placed about where 
the car wheels will travel. Then 4- 
inch poles, iron pipes, or old steam-

boiler flues are laid crosswise on the 
logs, spaced 4 inches apart to form 
an open grating. Short pieces of 
plank fencing are then put on a slope 
on each side of the track, these pan- 
els resting against the end_posts of 
the fence, which is run to efther side 
of the crate gate. 

According to experience in the 
West, where these gates are in use 
in many places, all kinds of livestock 
are successfully confined. The only 
time in which they fail is in winter 
when snow fills the pit. Cattle will 
attempt to cross under these condi- 
tions, Usually a standard gate is 
placed on one side of the crate gate 
to permit cattle to be taken through 
the fence if necessary. Such a gate 
should be a big convenience to any- 
one having to pass through fenced 
pastures frequently with cars, trucks 
or tractors, 


Here is 


one shown in actual use which consists merely of planks placed on edge and 
spiked together to form an open, shallow grating. To be 100 per cent, sure 
of stopping livestock the openings in the grating should be a little narrower 


and quite a little deeper.

MONTREAL. — Baked beans with 
ham and eggs make up the favorite 
breakfast of the men who brave the 
ice floes aboard the Regina Polaris, 
which has left Montreal on its an- 
nual trip to the Arctic, The ship, 
which has taken the place of the 
Nascopie in supplying residents of 
the north with their yearly food sup- 
plies sailed out of port well stocked 
with provisions that are to sustain 
the crew throughout the 314 months’ 
voyage. 

Clarence Rossner, chief cook and 
a former chef aboard a number of 
liners, told The Star that baked 
beans are especially preferred by the 
French sailors, who are 50 per cent. 
of the crew of twelve. : 

“We eat a lot of salt pork and 
beef, also,” said Mr. Rossner, who 
had never been to Canada before. 
The English culinary expert listed 
the main items on the dinner menu 
at sea as “soup, a joint, swedes 
(turnips) and dessert’ the latter 
being usually fruit or pie. Occasion- 
ally he tries fancy recipes, he said, 
though he attempts none of the 7- 
course banquets of passenger ships 
where “every entree has a French 
name and something is always label- 
led something else.” 

The route which the ship is follow- 
ing goes first to Churchill and then 
makes six trips farther north, the 
most extreme point reached being 
Dorset in Baffinland. Supplies of 
meat are obtained in these regions 
for the return trip home. 

The men get tired of never secing 
women, according to Mr. Rossner. 
Evenings are spent with cards and 
books, and variations in the scenery 
of “icebergs water and whales” oc- 
cur in the brief stopovers along the 
way. And mealtimes become more 
than a matter of stocking up on vita- 
mins in a life where other social di- 
versions are few,

Ottawa Report 
Shows Butter 
Stocks Lower 


OTTAWA.—The Bureau of Statis- 
tics has turned out a gloomy report 
on the butter situation. 

it showed that total supply of sut- 
ter—creamery, dairy and whey - in 
Canada now is approximately 43,- 
000,000 pounds, down 10,500,000 
pounds from the supply position a 
year ago. 

The figures include stocks up to 
the beginning of June plus produc- 
tion during that month, which 
amounted to slightly more than 44,- 
500,000 pounds, 1,500,000 pounds 
ahead of June, 1947. 

However, while butter production 
was up during Ju.e, the domestic 
disappearance of butter was the 
highest for any month this year, to- 
talling nearly 32,000,000 pounds 
against 30,000,000 in May and 30,- 
000,000 as well in June, 1947, 

Although production improved dur- 
ing May and June, the bureau said 
it still was insufficient to “baiance 
up” the deficit caused by heavy with- 
drawals from storage dunng the low 
production months of last winter, 
when butter became scarce. 

In pounds per capita the domestic 
disappearance during June this year 
was 2.48 pounds against 2.33 pounds 
in May and 2.39 pounds in June last 
year. Rationing restrictions were 
lifted June 7 last year.

Obtain Year- 
Round Labor 


OTTAWA.—Attention farmers: If 
you want a year-round hired man 
you can get him now — and quick. 
The labor department says so. 

In fact it said farm labor immi- 
gration from the displaced persons 
camps of Europe has hit a rate that 
allows the farmer to have his man 
two or three weeks after he asks 
the National Employment Service to 
find him. 

The influx however, is geared to 
the actual number of known open- 
ings. For that reason, the depart- 
ment asked farmers to register im- 
mediately their needs for year-round 
help. 

It wants to know just how large 
the “high demand” for such men is, 
Then the intake can be adjusted up- 
ward accorcingly, 

In a numter of recent cases, dis- 
trict fa:mcers could have used twice 
as miny Eurcpeans as those who ar- 
rived at the Incal NES office. 

So far 2,785 single farm workers 
have arrived ir Canada from the DP 
cainps, Of ‘hese, 15 went to Prince 
Edward Island; 18 to Nova Scotia; 
six to New Brunswick; 241 to Que- 
‘ani- 
toba; 62 to Saskatchewan; 345» to 
Alberta; and 12 to British Columbia. 

The department emphasized, how- 
ever, that this situation was separ- 
ate from the demand for seasonal 
workers.

POULTRY INDUSTRY

In 1947 the value of all poultry 
meats and eggs sold off Canadian 
farms or farm consumed was valued 
at $235,859,000. This figure includes 
poultry meat of all kinds and eggs 
produced by urban and rural dwellers 
not strictly classed as farmers for 
Census purposes, and also the eggs 
for hatching. The comparable figure 
for 1946 was $203,693,000. 

Domestic consumption of eggs and 
poultry meats increased in 1947 over 
the preceding year. The per capita 
consumption of eggs in 1947 was 
24,04 dazen compared with 23.27 doz- 
en in 1946. Over two pounds more 
chicken per person was eaten on the 
average in 1947 when the figure was 
21.17 pounds. Per capita consump- 
tion of turkey, goose and duck was 
slightly higher.
